The agreement, subject to a ref- 
erendum vote of the rank and 
file, is to be valid for two years;

The general meeting of the 
Firemen’s Union has unanimous- 


ly adopted the agreement negoti- 
ated with the shipowners by their 
leaders. The successes embodied 
in the new agreement are a good 
basis for the establishment of a 
power, by means of the consolida- 
tion of actions unity, of the un- 
ification of the seamen’'s trade un- 
ions and strong, militant organ- 
izations, which will be able to 
fight for further improvements of 
wages and working conditions. 


In recognition of this the fire- 
men at the same time embodied 
in their decision the readiness to 
give their support to the sailors 
in the event of the latter going 
on strike for three watches and 
furthermore to all categories of 
workers regardless of the gains 
which the firemen have hauled 
for themselves.
